were killed In a terrible explosion In 
the I-ost Creek coal mines, ten miles 
southeast of this place, at noon Friday. 
Thirty-eight bodies arc lit temporary 
morgues. Many of tlie Injured died In 
the emergency hospitals and 
seven, 


who are probably finally luivned, still 
survive. 


The explosion occurred at the noon 


1 hour while the men were preparing to 


eat dinner. The usual noonday bloats 
were set off. One of the shots proved 
u fizzle and the burning powder set 
lire to the gas. 


A terrific-"dust explosion" followed. 


Smoke, flame, and debris spouted 200 
feet out of the mouth of the shaft. Part 
of the upper works was torn away, the 
cages were wrecked, and the funs crip- 
pled. 


Itejoml Knicll of Aid. 


The dozens of miners were left be- 


low beyond reach of aid, and It was 3 
o'clock before the fans had driven the 
dust and gas back until the rescue par- 
ties dared to descend Into the east en- j 
try. where the explosion occurred. 
I 


The forty miners In the west entry, 


who esca'ped without Injury, leaped to J 
the rescue, and, aided by men from the J 
night shift, commenced at once the 
work of removing the bodies. 


A few of the entombed miners had 


been saved from Instant death by the 
blowing shut of doors by the explo- 
sion, but they were burned by the gas. 


As the first rescue party fought its 


way Into the shaft a terrible sight pre- 
sented Itself, The dead were mutilated 
by the force of the explosion anil many 
of them were burned beyond recogni- 
tion. 


Itnteuerii. Do Nnliln Work. 


The rescuers put forth heroic efforts 


to reach the men entombed beyond tha 
lost entry. Again and again they were 
driven back by gas. and many of the 
rescuers were overcoma. 


Appeals of the wives und .children 


and mothers of the men Imprisoned 
nerved the living on. 


By 4 o'clock thirty-eight bodies had 


been found, their Identity being gener- 
ally, unknown._ All hope for those left 
In the mine had been abandoned. Fund, 
which were damaged.by the explosion, 
were working again, but as 
several 


doors had been blown shut the gas 
did not clear readily. As fast aa res- 
cuers could venture 
In they forced 


their way on, but only to find bodies 
at every ulcp. 


The Injured were first taki-n 
out

Jammed the curs Into the cages, thus 
destroying the only avenue of escape 
for the miners. 
Nearly all the entry 


doors were blown out and the miners 
not killed at first were deprived of air.
